A Perilous Trip Down a Swollen, 
Raging Stream. 
ee eee 


The Rash Undertaking of Col. Baldwin and 
His Friend Hollis—Fourteen Mies Down 
Tuscarora Creek—The Wreck and Rescue. 


By Telegraph to the Pest-Disnatch. 

Cornina, N. Y., April 18—Two prominent citizens 
of Steuben County, Col. Henry Baldwin of Addison 
and E. T. Hollis of Woodhull, had a thrilling ex- 
perience and narrow escape from death by drown- 
ing in attempting to make the trip on araft on the 
Tuscarora Creek, between Woodhull and Addison, 
afew days ago. The distance is fourteen miles, 
and tue stream for that distance generally hasa 
wild and rapid flow, but in time of flood it becomes 
a torrent, flowing between high, rocky banks, and 
bordered by overhanging trees, whose branches ex- 
tend directly above the channel, The creek has 4 
fall of 400 feet in fourteen miles, and no attempt 
had ever before been made to navigate it. Col. 
Baldwin had business in Woodhull, and after trans- 
acting ithe and Mr. Hollis walked to the creek to 


see the flood,which was roaring between its banks, 
there being a flercer current than bad 
for years. While tooking at it Col. 
who is a botd and experienced river pilot, ban 
Hollis to mate a trip with him on a raft to Addison. 
Hollis agreed to the proposition and they speut the 
day in constructing a strong raft, sixteen feet lone 
and gix feet wile. They got it ready to “pull ant” 
and started at 4:80 pf. m. The news of thé pro 
voyage had became known in the neigh 
and by the tine the men started, the creek was 
LINED WITH EXCITED PEOPLE 
for two miles below Woodhull, while others had 
horses saddled and wagons in readiness to follow the 
raft to see the result of the trip. The current was 
80 strong, however, that the raft was soon carried 
out of sight in the gorge through which the creek 
flows. Telephone messages were sent to Addison,

and almost the entire populace thered at the 
creek to await the arrival of the two men. They 
did not come, and the belief became universal that 
they had been wrecked and drowned. 
It was the morning 
when the news that 
the raft had been wrecked after the journe 
was half made, but that the men bad esca ; 
Seven miles from Woodhull the stream had cut two 
extra channels through Ladieu'’s Island. Across 
the main one a large beech tree had fallen and its 
branches made a network obstruction below the 
surface. For six miles the voyagers com- 
pelied to lie fla most of the time to avoid being 
swept off the raft into the torrent by the low hang- 
ing branches of trees, and they had lost one of their 
oars in a collision with a rock, which nearly swamp- 
edthem. As they approached the Island where 
the beech tree lay across the main channel, they 
saw their danger and put all their strength to their 
remaining oar to pilot the raft into one of the other 
channels. 

THE TO Was TOO SWIFT, 
and the raft kept straight on its course and swept 
down upon the obstruction ata terific rate of speed. 
As soon as it struck the tree it was carried under 
the surface iike a „the men disappearing 
with it. Orson Ladieu and his wife had seen the 
raft coming, and witnessed its desiruction, It did 
not seem to them that the men could fail 
to be entangled in the network of branches beneath 
the water and drowned. But to render ad to them

up, and without any oar. The next second Col. 
Baldwin came up, and, fortunately, within reach of 
the raft, which he and drew himself out 
upon it.

BRAVE BRT DEN. 


The First Great Mine Disaster in 
This Country. 


Carbondale’s Horror—Hew Superintendent 
Bryden, Alone and Unaided, Rescued a 
Number of Men Imprisoned in a Coal 
Mine—A Thrilling Tale—The Sole 
Survivor. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Howespate, Pa, Apri} . The fall of the roof 
of the coal mine at Raven Run and the imprison- 
ment of the ten miners under ground, recalls to a 
survivor of the first great mine disaster in this 
country a most marvelous escape of some of 
the miners who were imprisoned benind a wall of 
fallen coal a mile thick, at the time of that disas- 


ter. The mine was one of the 
Deleware and Hudson Canal Company's 
mines at Carbondale. For several days 


in the winter of 1844 it had been giving warning to 
the miners by what is khown among them as 
working —ominous crackings of the roof here 
and there, through the miné—that they were labor- 
ing in constant dinger, but with the proverbial 
recklessness of their class, they continued to work. 
Suddenly, while searly one hundred miners were 
below, and most of them working in the distant 
galleries. an immense area of the mine roof feiL 
Tue superintendent of the mine was a Scotchman 
nained Alex. Bryden, and be had a son among the 
laborers below. Bryden was at the top when the 
tall occurred, and be rushed at once into the mine 
to see if it were possible to rescue any of the work- 
men.

OKLAHOMA. 


The **Boomers’’’ View of the Situa- 
tion at Present. 


Right of Settlement Claimed by the 
Omission of a Clause in the Indian Inter- 
course and Trade Act— EX Judge Me- 
Crary’s Decison.

Wasnmorox. D. O., April 9—The Oklahoma 
question is attracting widespread attention in the 
West. It is now under consideration by the Ad- 
ministration. A large body of boom ers“ are 
persistently attempting to settle on what is known 
as the Oklahoma lands, which are located near the 
center of the Indian Territory, south of Kansa. The 
right to settle on these lands has been in dispute for 
the last six years, and the question in connection 
with the controversy which Mr. Cleveland’s Ad- 


as afegacy from the Arthur Administration. 

The settlers are represented here for the first time 

ant Congres sman Sidney Clarke of Kansas, who 

ims that all the unassigned lands in the Indian 

Territory purchased of the Creeks and Seminoles, 
comprising several million acres,are clearly a part of 
the public domain, and that they are now subject 

to settlement under the public land laws. For the pur- 
pose of obtaining the settlers’ side of the Oklahoma 
question, the Post-Dispatcn correspondent called 
on Mr. Clarke to-day. and asked him to give his 
view of the situation. 

“I am sorry to wn said Mr. Clarke, “that the 
present situation of the Oklahoma controversy is 
one of great gravity, and generally misunderstood 
by the pubiic.” 

“In what respect?” 5 

J can only answer you intelligently by 
brief history of the case. The Orlahoma lands were 
ceded to United States by the Creeks and 
Seminoles by the treaty of 1866. They have been 
paid for by the Government, and not a singie 
indian has been in possession since 
that time. The clause in the preambie of the treaty 
which says, In compliance with the desire of the 
United States to locate otner Indians and freedmen 
thereon,’ is of no importance, as by other clauses 
the cession of the lands to the United Siates was 
absolute. The moment the lands were paid for 
they became a part of the public domain and were 
subject to settlement. Section 2,257 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States settles this question 
fuily. It declares that all lands belonging to the 
United States to which the Indian title has been or 
may hereafter be extinguished shall be subject to 
the right of pre-emption, under the conditions, 
restrictions and stipulations provided by law. Thus 
it will be seen, by a specific provision of law, that 
the Oslahoma lands became subject to settlement 
the moment the Indian title was extinguished.” 

But was not the whole Indian Territory, south of 
Kansas, set aside by law as ‘Iudian country:!“ 

“Not exactly. I will explain the present legal 
status ou tuis point. By section 1 of the Indian 
intercourse act of 1831 (4 U. 8 Statutes, page 720) 
it was enacted that all that part of the 
United States west of the  Mussissippi 
and not within the States of Missouri and 
Louisiana, or the Territory of Arkansas, aid also 
that partof the United States west of the Missis- 
sippi River and not withm any State, to which the 
Indian title has not Leen extinguished for the pur- 
poses of this act, be taken and be dee Indian 
country.’

The Synagogue Where the Disrae il 
“=e W orshiped. 
From the London Telegraph. 


The old eof the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Jews in Bevis Marks, which is now 
doomed to disappear, is not a builder of any 
architectural pretentions, but it has gathered 
associations which are not without interest. In 
the smoke-dried list of those who have served 
the office of Parnassim, painted on the els 
in the gloomy corridors of the vestry house, 
there is to be seen the name of Benjamin Dis 
raeil, or rather D' Israeli,“ with the date 5577, 
corresponding to the year 1817 of the Christian 


era. He is believed to have been the ather 
of Lord Beaconsfield, though if so the received 
date of his death—November, 1816—must be in- 
correct, 


It was about that time that his son Isaac, 


author of The Curiosities of Literature,” 
seceded from the congregation, and finally from 
communion with the faith of his forefathers, 
in consequence of a rupture on this very ques- 
tion of serving the office of Parnassim or Gabay 
the alternative being the payment of a heavy 
fine. The entry of birth of bis distinguish-
